ware Road Tube Station 
in London when they 
learned that stretcher- 
bearers attached to the 
shelter first aid post were 
pacifists.

CRIPPLE

U-BOAT 


A crippled British car- 
go boat, steaming at only 
two knots in the Atlantic, 
fought a powerful U-boat 
iwith her one gun — and 


won. 

The submarine was left help- 
jess on the surface, with clouds 
of smoke and fumes pouring 
from her. 

The ship was the Sarastone, of 
Lhandelly, in command of Captain 
John Herbert. She was ia an At- 
Jantic convoy when boiler trouble 
reduced her speed to tvo knots. 

The convoy went on, Captain 
Herbert decided ta make forslLis- 
bon, 

Two days latter the Sarastone’s 
men saw the U-buat surfacing 
three miles away. 


Smashed Heavy Gun 


Captain Herbert held the fire of 
his twelve-pounder yun, 

The Sarastone was going so 
tlowly that the U-oat appar- 
ent thought she ws Btopped. 
and approached frofn astern, 
When the Germany were two 

miles off they  opentd fire with 
a light gun and missed, 
The Sarustune's twelve-pounder 
replied, but the shell tell short, 
The British seamen saw the 
Germans bring the U-boal’s heavy 
gun to bear on ther! ship, 

At that momem the Saras- 
tone’s gunner fired a second 
time. This shel! burst under the 
submarine’s heavy gun and put 
it out of action, 


Second Hit 


This reduced the fight to a duel 
between light guns. And the 
Surastone’s 12-pounder scored a 
second hit A shell crashed aft on 
the submarine 

The Sarastone’s deliyhted crew 
saw clouds of smoke and yellow

The Maintenance Command — is 
the universal provider for opera- 
tional stations at home and abroad, 
Thousands of men and wormed, 
masters of almost every trade, 
are working at full speed to keep 
nireraft in the air, or should they 
«be brought to the ground in Uf- 
serviceable condition, to restore 
them to service with the minimuny 
of delay. 

One group deals with general 
equipment, such as barrack storey 
and clothing; another deals with 
comptete aircraft. A third and 
fourth are concerned with = am- 
munition, fuel and oil, and salvage 
and repair operations, respective. 

The repair depots are great 
workshops, dealing immediately 
with every repairable piece of 
RA.F. equipment. Engines, hon- 
ourably scarred on service, are 
brought to — these workshops, 
Sometimes masses of dirty greasy 
metal are brought in which are 
hard to recognise: within a few 
hours this metal takes on a new 
appearance, 


Parts Re-Conditioned 


Various parts are re-condition- 
ed and faulty parts replaced, and 
as trollied racks carry the eh- 
gines round the workshop, they 
onee more begin to take — their 
accustomed — shupes. In other 
workshops, instruments damaged 
in service are similarly re-condi- 
tioned. They too, whatever their 
condition when brought to — the 
workshops, pass out perfect atter 
the final inspection. Within the 
depots are foundries, where scrip 
metal is melted down and put 
intu casting machines for re- 
making into machinery, 

Salvage sections are constantly 
on the alert. Mobile units stand 
by for 24 hours a diay, and should 
‘any aircraft, including | euemey 
‘planes, crash they move off im. 
imediately. The crash is located, 
and the wrecks either repaired 
or reduced to scrap, Bven if an 
aeroplane crashes on a  Mmoun- 
tainside, salvage crews, will dis- 
mantle it and move the parks 
carefully to proper destinations, 
Not one ounce of metal is wasted. 

The salvage parties climb up 
neither horse 
nor tractor could go. The parts 
of dismantled aircraft have — to 
be carried by hand to a_ place 
where transportation can be ob-~ 
tained. During the bitter win- 
ter weather such parties worked 
through the nieht in bogs or on 
frezen earth, but never once left 
the job half-finished,

A crippled British car- 
go boat, steaming at only 
two knots in the Atlantic, 
fought a powerful U-boat 
with her one gun — and 
won. 

“ “he submarine was left help- 
less on the surface, with ciouds 
of smoke and fumes pouring 
from her. 

The ship was the Sarastone, of 
Liandelly, in command of Captain 
John Herbert. She was in an At- 
lantic convey when boiler trouble 
reduced her speed to two knots. 

The convoy went on, Captain 
Herbert decided tu matke for Lis- 
bon, 

Two days latter the Sarastone's 
men saw the U-boat — surfacing 
three miles away. 


Smashed Heavy Gun 


Captain Herbert held the fire of 
his twelve-pounder pun, 

Tho Sarastone was going 6O 
elowly that the U-boat appar- 
ent thought she Was stopped. 
and approached from astern, 
When the Germans were two 

miles off they opened fire with 
a light gun and missed, 
The Sarastone’s twelve-pounder 
replied, but the shell fell short. 
The | British seamen saw the 
Germans bring the U-boat's heavy 
gun to bear on their ship. 

At that moment the Saras- 
tone’s gunner fired a second 
time. This shell burst under the 
submarine’s heavy gun and put 
it out of actlon, 


Second Hit : 


This reduced the fight tu a duel 
between light) guns. And the 
Sarastone’s 12-pounder scored a 
second hit. A shell crashed aft on 
the submarine, 

The Sarastone’s delighted crew 
saw clouds of smoke and yellow 
fumes coming from_ the U-boat 
which, however, continued to fire 
the light gun and a pom-pom. 

The action went on until the 
Sarastone's gunners, having loos- 
ed off twenty-seven rounds, realis~ 
lie the submarine had stop-~ 
ped. 

Undamaged by the enemy's fire, 
the crippled Sarastone steamed 
on. The submarine lay astern. 
even more crippled,
